Second avenue, 

By Jan. |, the landscaping for 
rhese buildings will be installed, 
These two buildings are a part 
of the eventual Civic Center mas- 
ter plan, which will include anew 
Administration Building at the 
Southeast corner of Arrow high- 
way and Euclid avenue, the con- 
struction of a pedestrian mall 
and adequate parking facilities 
within the two-block area, These 
improvements are scheduled for 
construction during the subse - 
quent years, 


NEW LIBRARY 

Once the Upland City Library 
vacates the present Library 
Building, which it has occupied 
since 1913, the City plans new use 
for this building, The central 
storeroom, Purchasing Office, 
and multilith machine and other 
such office devices will be lo- 
cated in the basement of the Lib- 
rary Building. The main floor will 
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house the City Manager and cer- 
tain other administrative offices. 
FIRE STATION 

The existing Fire Station will 
be vacated shortly afrer the first 
of the year, ending a 53-year 
occupancy of that building by the 
Upland fire fighting forces, With 
certain modifications, this build- 
ing will become the Upland Teen 
Center for activities of the young 
people of Upland. 


Adequate parking for users 


of the new Library will be im- 
proved by converting First ave- 
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nue from D street ro Arrow high- 
way inio a parking lot with one- 
way traffic headed northerly and 
angle parking installed along the 
length of the whole block, on both 
sides. 
OLD HOUSES WILL GO 

Two elderly houses that now 
serve as the duty firemen’s head- 
quarters and the Purchasing Of- 
fice will be removed, as they 
are neither esthetically nor ec- 
onomically desirable, nor will 
they be needed operationally. 

The Upland City Water De- 
partment has numerous pro - 
jects planned for 1969 to the tune 
of about half a million dollars, 
which will provide new and larger 
water distribution lines to serve 
the growing population. 

31,000 PLUS 

The City has just received a 
new population statement asare- 
sult of the special census by the 
State of California, and Upland’s 
official population is 31,670 per- 
sons, We are experiencing acon- 
tinuing decrease in the average 
age of residents - now 26 years, 

The effect of increased apart- 
ment buildings in Upland is ap- 
parent in the factor of the num- 
ber of people served per water 
meter, which has steadily in - 
creased over the yearsto slightly 
less than four persons per water 
meter, The average household 
contains 3,16 persons, which has 
remained as a stable figure

ing for this through establishing @ 
number of five - acre neighbor- 
hood parks about the City.
